f During the year 198 Births were registered, and this compares 

; identically with the number registered in 1959. The number of births per 
H thousand of the population was 13.1 and this rate when corrected for 
comparison with other districts and England and Wales as a whole, was 13.6. 
|The corresponding rate for 1959 was 13.6. The Birth Rate for England and 
| Wales was 17.1. 


The total number of Deaths registered was 213, being a slight increase 
in the number registered in 1959, The Death Rate per thousand of the 
|} population was 14.0. This rate, corrected for comparison with other 
districts, and England and Wales as a whole, was 11.1 as compared with 9.9 
}in 1959. The Death Rate for England and Wales was 11.5. 


Six deaths occurred in children under one year of age, compared with 
31in1959. The Infantile Mortality Rate was 30.3 as compared with 15.2 
in the previous year. The Infant Mortality Rate for England and Wales was

| The Neonatal Death Rate (the number of deaths in infants under four 
weeks per 1,000 live births) was 15.2. The corresponding death rate for 
| England and Wales being 15.6. 


The Perinatal Death Rate (the number of deaths in infants under one 
week per 1,000 live births) was 15.2 compared with a rate of 32.9 for 
England and Wales. 


Deaths from the various groups of Cancer numbered 30 during the year 
and this total included five deaths from Lung Cancer. The following table

The Cancer death rate was 1.98 compared with 1.99 in 1959. 
| Tuberculosis. 


_ Five new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were notified during the 
year and four deaths occurred in patients who had already been notified 
as suffering from tuberculosis but only one of the deaths was attributable 
to this disease. The tuberculosis death rate was .07. One case of non- 
pulmonary tuberculosis was notified. 


The Mid-Kent Mass Radiography Unit visited the Rural District during 
December and a summary of results of the visit can be seen in the table on 
page 13. I am indebted to the Medical Director of the Unit, Dr. G.I. Rees- 
Jones, for the information contained therein. It will be noted that 1,345 
people, a disappointing number representing only 9% of the population, 
attended the unit. No active cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were 
discovered. Cases of inactive tuberculosis (where the tubercular disease 
contracted earlier in life had healed) discovered by the unit numbered 12. 


i should like, once again, to stress that tuberculosis is an 
infectious disease and there are in the population a comparatively small 
number of undetected cases of pulmonary tuberculosis which are unknowingly 
Spreading infection amongst their immediate contacts. The best safeguard 
against the perpetuation of this problem is the early detection of 
infection and the Mass Miniature Radiography Unit can, if adequately 
Supported, play a very important part in this connection. 


Infectious Disease, 


The total number of notifications of infectious disease received 
during the year numbered 151, as compared with 113 in 1959. Of this total 
56 were cases of Whooping Cough. Only six cases of Measles and two of 
Pneumonia were notified, The incidence of Scarlet Fever rose with a total 
of 23 notifications and all these cases were nursed in their own hones. 
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: Dysentery. 


An outbreak of Sonne Dysentery occurred at the end of the summer term 
-}in one of the local schools. In all, 47 cases were notified and this 
accounted for a major proportion of the cases occurring in the district 
|during the year. When the school broke up for the summer recess the 

|) Health Departments for the area in which the pupils that had been affected 
resided, were notified for appropriate action. 


| Poliomyelitis. 


I am pleased to report that no cases of poliomyelitis were notified 
from the rural district. 


Arrangements for prophylactic vaccinations against this disease were 

} continued throughout the year by the County Health Department and all people 
| under the age of 40 were offered vaccination. The response in the younger 
| age groups has been very satisfactory but I would appeal to persons in the 

} 15-40 age group to avail themselves of the facilities offered either through 
| their own private practitioner or through the clinics. 


It is hoped that everyone in the priority classes will avail themselves 
of the vaccination offered against this crippling disease. 


The table on page 15 shows the number of children and other persons 
who received a course of injections in the Rural District during the year. 


Information regarding the number of persons receiving inoculations 
against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough and Smallpox vaccinations appear in 
the tables set out on pages 15 and 16 of this Report. These details have 
been supplied by the County Medical Officer to whom I offer my thanks. 


Public Health (Infectious Disease) Amendment Regulations, 1960. 


These regulations include Anthrax with the diseases which were made 
Notifiable by the Public Health (Infectious Diseases) (Regulations) 1953. 
Accordingly, any medical practitioner attending on or called in to visit 
& patient suffering from Anthrax is required to send notification thereof 
to the appropriate Medical Officer of Health. 


I am indebted to Mr. G. Longley, Surveyor and Chief Public Health 
Inspector for the details supplied in his report on pages 18 to 33. 


Finally I offer my thanks to the Council, particularly the Chairman

WATER SUPPLIES. 


The district is well served by the mains of the Mid Kent Water 
Company and the supply, other than that in the parish of Frittenden is 
drawn from wells and bores in the Ashford Sand formation at Goudhurst, 
Where it is treated to remove iron and manganese. During the year the 
Company laid a total of 5,866 yards of mains as follows:-

PUBLIC SWIMMING BATHS. 
There are no public swimming b,ths within the district. 
SEWERAGE . 
The sewerage scheme for Frittenden was completed during the year. 


Work has been commenced on the Sissinghurst Scheme, and at the end 
of the year most of the sewers had been laid. The Scheme has been 
delayed by the bad weather during the summer and it was not possible to 
commence the construction of the sewage works. 


At the end of the year arrangements have been made to advertise for 
tenders for the main drainage scheme for Sandhurst, which is due to be 
commenced early in 1961. 


HOUSING. 


During the year 74 houses have been erected, 23 by the Council and 
51 by private enterprise. In addition 4 new dwellings have been provided 
by conversion. 


Discretionary Grants for improvements have been agreed for 38 houses, 
and in respect of conversion providing three new dwellings. Standard 
Grants have been agreed for 39 houses. 


No clearance areas were represented during the year. Of the two areas 
represented at the end of the previous year, in one case (11 houses) the 
Council have purchased the site by agreement with the owner. In the other 


Case a public Inquiry was held, and the letter giving the Minister's 
decision stated "The Inspector found that the three dwellings, Nos. 1, 2 
and 3, West Road, Goudhurst, included in the Cranbrook No. 14 Clearance 
Area were unfit and he considered that demolition of all the buildings was 
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the most satisfactory method of dealing with the conditions in the area, 
He found that although the three cottages had been kept in reasonably 
good repair, there were serious inherent defects which in his opinion 
could not be easily rectified and the dwellings were not capable of being 
put in order at a reasonable cost. He accordingly recommended that the 
Order be confirmed without modification and that well-maintained payments 
should be made in respect of all three dwellings". 


"The Minister has given careful consideration to the arguments put 
forward both by the objectors and the Council at the Inquiry and to the 
written representations made by another objector, the occupier of No. 3, 
West Road who did not appear at the Inquiry". 


"Whilst the Minister is satisfied that the houses are unfit, he does 
not consider that demolition is the right method of dealing with the 
property. He considers that the owners should be given an opportunity 
to submit proposals to the Council to render the houses fit for habitation 
and in this connection, I am to draw the Council's attention to the powers 
available under the provisions of Part II of the Housing Act, 1957, for 
dealing with this." 


Two individual houses were represented to the Council as being unfit 
and incapable of repair at a reasonable cost, and undertakings were given 


by the owner as to their future use. 


Four undertakings given in previous years were cancelled as the 
dwellings have been renovated and brought up to standard.

Milk Supply. 


As from the end of 1960 dealers licences in respect of milk supplied 
under Special Designation will be issued by the Kent County Council as 
Food and Drugs Authority in accordance with the Milk (Special Designation) 
Regulations, 1960.

Four samples of pasteurised milk were taken, and all were 
satisfactory. 


Three samples of tuberculin tested milk were collected, two of 
which were satisfactory, and one failed to pass the prescribed test. 


Six samples of milk were submitted to the biological test, four 
gave negative results, the other two showed evidence of infection with 
Brucella abortus. 


Ice Cream. 


There is no manufacturer of ice cream in the district. Fifty- 
eight premises are registered for the sale of ice cream and supplies are 
obtained mainly from four large manufacturers with nation wide sales. 
The three samples collected during the year were all entirely 
satisfactory (Grade 1). 


Meat and Other Foods. 


The slaughtering in the district is normally carried out at regular 
times, and all animals killed are inspected.

Slaughterhouses Act, 1958. 


In July 1960, a report was made to the Public Health Committee on the 
six slaughterhouses in the district, listing the matters in which they 
fell short of the construction regulations. Subsequently on the 22nd 
August in accordance with the requirements of the Act, a meeting was held 
between representatives of the meat trade and members of the Council for 
a joint discussion on slaughtering facilities in the district. 


On the 5th September a Report on Slaughterhouse Facilities was 
presented to the Public Heaith Committee and this, after revision of the 
paragraph on review of facilities was adopted for submission to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, as follows:- 


"SLAUGHTERHOUSES ACT, 1958. 


Report _on Slaughterhouse Facilities. 


Introduction. 


In accordance with the Slaughterhouses Act, 1958, the Council are 
required to review, and after consultation with such organisations as 
appear to the authority to represent the interests concerned, to report 
to the Minister on:- 


(a) the existing and probable future requirements of their 
district for slaughterhouse facilities having regard 
to the needs both of persons requiring the use of such 
facilities and of other persons; and 


(b) the slaughterhouse facilities which are, or are likely to 
become, available to meet those requirements (including 
any port slaughterhouse). 


The Rural District has an area of 41,315 acres, and an estimated 
population of 15,100. There is no Borough or Urban District situated 
Within the district boundaries, and the nearest towns are Tunbridge Wells, 
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Maidstone, Ashford and Hastings, these being situated approximately 16, 
15, 19 and 19 miles respectively from Cranbrook. 


There are six parishes, Cranbrook, Benenden, Frittenden, Goudhurst, 
Hawkhurst and Sandhurst, and there is at present one slaughterhouse in 
each of the first five of these parishes, and also one in the village of 
Sissinghurst which lies within Cranbrook Parish. These slaughterhouses 
are attached to butchers' shops and slaughtering is done only for the 
needs of the occupier. There is no public slaughterhouse in the district. 


Consultations. 

A meeting was held on the 22nd August, 1960, at which members of the 
Council invited licensees of all slaughterhouses in the district, 
representatives of the Maidstone Master Butchers Association, and 
representatives of the N.F.U. to attend, and at the meting representatives 
of the M.M.B.A. were present, and also representatives of four of the 
licensees. 


Classification of Slaughterhouses. 


(i) Premises which already comply with all the requirements 
of the construction regulations ~ 
(ii) Premises in use which the authority expect to comply 
by the recommended date 
(iii) Premises in use which the authority expect not 
to comply by the recommended date 1 
(iv) Premises not in use for which a licence is in 
force or was in force at some time during the 12 
months preceding the submission of the report - 
(v) Outstanding applications for new slaughterhouse 
licences - 


One slaughterhouse is not expected to comply by the recommended date, 
a8 the licensee does not propose to carry out the necessary requirements, 
and considers the slaughterhouse itself is too near his living accommodation. 


The Council does not propose to erect a public slaughterhouse. 


Review of facilities. 


It is considered by the Council that the present facilities for 
Slaughtering are adequate, and this view was endorsed at the trade interest 
meting referred to previously, held on the 22nd August, 1960. 


Recommended day. 
It is considered that the full constructional regulations should be 
brought into force by lst January, 1963, it being considered on reference 
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to the trade, that this will give time for stunning pens to be installed, 
and all necessary works to be carried out. 


The Report has since been accepted by the Minister, and the lst 
January, 1963, has been appointed as the day for which all slaughterhouses 
in the district mst comply with the construction regulations.

HOP PICKERS' CAMPS. 


The usual inspection of hop pickers' camps was made, although the 
mumber of camps and pickers continue to decrease as more use is made of 
hop-picking machines. 


It is noticeable that the general standard of the camps remaining 
‘has mich improved, and in particular latrines are kept in mch better 
condition than was the case a few years ago. 


The health of the pickers was again good, no cases of infectious 
disease being notified.
